orchard which was planted 
by two early mountaineers, 
George Akins and George 
Islip, for whom Mt. Islip 
was named. A lone cabin 
still stands—a reminder of 
the days when Orchard 
Camp flourished. Forty 
thousand hikers and many 
burro pack trains plodded 
up and down the Old Mt. 
Wilson Trail in 1911. The 
same year L. C. Parley of Los 
Angeles made the all-time 
record run of the seven and 
one-half mile ascent from 
Sierra Madre to Mt. Wilson, 
in one hour, 24 minutes and 
one second. 

There also is a sadness 
about the canyon. Black¬ 
ened Big Cone Spruce stand 
silently dead, a monument 
to the great Monrovia Peak 
Fire which ravaged the 
mountains in 1955. Rains 
came and flooding waters 
washed away much of the 
trail. It became treacherous 
and unsafe for travel. The 
people of Sierra Madre were 
cut off from this lovely land. 

And so the members of the 
Team labor slowly on as did 
the workers of Don Benito 
Wilson, who built the trail 
in 1864. They are rebuilding 
a trail for all to enjoy._
